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AT INCUBATORS. 


EGG HATCHING BY MACHINERY AND 


THE PRO AND CON OF IT. 


Description of a "Perfect Hatcher"—Im- 


portance of Besnlatins; the Heat—Care 
of the Chick* After They Get Out-Con- 
nnptlon of EfE> and Fowls. 
Seme idea of the extent to which Incu- 


bators, or machines for egg batching, are 
wed may be gathered from the fact that 
there are annually shipped from the one lit- 
tle village of Hamilton, N. J., over 100,000 
fhWfin* for broiling, all of which are hatched 
by incubators. Speaking of incubators, Mr. 
W. Brockner, of 28 Vesey street, said: 


"There are hundreds of patterns of incu- 


bators. Some like one kind, and swear by it; 
others do not like that kind, but do like an- ! 
other Mud, They all have the general form 
of a box, in which the eggs are placed and 
kept at a uniform degree of temperature 
until they are batched. But, of course, there 
are many differences of detail. Yon may 
boy an incubator for $75, or you may get one 
for $15. Some men will have success with a 
cheap box, while others will fail with an ex- 
pensive one. 
"there hare been about 8,000 incubators 


told of the pattern known as 'The Perfect 
Hatcher.' It is an air tight box, with glass 
doors, to that the operations inside may be 
watched without opening. 
The eggs are 


placed in pans, say 100 eggs in the box Of 
course they must be good eggs, and not only 
good eggs, but eggs from a breed where the 
healthful proportion of the sexes has been 
preserved. It is well known that a hen does 
not always hatch out all the eggs she sits on. 
Sometime* the farmer puts a choice egg in 
the nest, and, though the hen sits on it the 
tame as on the others, the farmer does not 
expect it to hatch, and he does not blame the 
ben if she does not hatch it. Tet people will 
put bod eggs into the incubator and blame 
the incubator if they don't hatch. The fact 
is that a farmer is lucky if his hens hatch 
out more than fifty per cent of the eggs they 
sit on. It is not unusual for an incubator to 
hatch out seventy-fire per cent. 


HOW THE MACHINE WORKS. 


"It takes about twenty-one days to hatch 


a batch of eggs in this incnbator. During 
this time the temperature should be kept at 
about 103 degs. This means that the eggs 
should be at 103 degs., and not the air. In 
order to secure uniformity there is an auto- 
matic apparatus which lets in cool air whea- 
verthe eggs are at a higher temperature 
than 102 degs. 


"There are different methods of supplying 


the heat. Some use hot air. Some use hot 
•water, which is in an endless pipe, and kept 
warm by a lamp. There is an arrangement 
for supplying fresh air and also for replacing 
the moisture. There are various theories of 
the proper amount of moisture that is best 
adapted to success. There may be a varia- 
tion of two or three degrees of temperature 
without danger. It is known that a hen 
often leaves her nest for a short time without 
failing to hatch, but she does not stay out 
long enough to let bar eggs get cold. So it 
does no harm to open the incubator occa- 
sionally to take out the hatched chickens, or 
to put in new eggs, or to turn the eggs. 


"Although it is not possible at first to tell 


•whether an egg is likely to hatch, it is easy 
to see at the end of ten days in the incubator 
whether the chick is forming. The eggs are 
then placed quickly and carefully in the 
range of a strong light, and the experienced 
eye can quickly detect whether the chick has 
begun to develop. If it has not, the egg is 
considered of no use for hatching, although 
it is not spoiled for use as food. 


"It sometimes happens that the chick is 


fully grown in the egg, but it not strong 
enough to pick its way out by breaking the 
shell. This often happens in the nest as well 
as in the incubator. The cause of it is simply 
that the chick is not strong. It has not a 
healthy constitution. But its constitution 
vas determined before the incubator got hold 
of it. 


"Many persons suppose that the incubator 


is a modern invention, but this is not so. The 
Egyptians, in both ancient and modern times, 
used incubators. They adopted the plan of 
ovens. Their machinery was not so ingeni- 
ous or as complicated as ours, but they ap- 
pear to have had quite as good success with 
their ovens without automatic regulators of 
the heat or humidity. It is related that they 
had some ovens that would hold eight or ten 
thousand eggs. They certainly had and have 
great skill in the use of the incubator. 


"Of course such a delicate machine requires 


careful and intelligent handling. There nave 
been plenty of cases where f armern have con- 
demned the incubators, when, in fact, their 
failure was due to stupid management of the 
aMi-Mint, and when this has been proved by 
INI i infill management of the same machines 
by competent men. There are plenty of peo- 
ple who nerer can learn to work any ma- 
chine, and yet always blame the machine in- 
stead of themselves. Some people will use an 
incnbator eight or nine years and make it 
pay. It has been proven that a man may 
make a comfortable living for a family with 
half an acre of ground and a good incubator. 


BZABTSQ THK MOTHERLESS THINGS. 


"The best soil for chickens is sandy. The 


theory is that the soft impurities are washed 
away by the rains, and tho chickens do not 
pick np substances that produce all sorts ol 
diseases. 
The main secret of successful 


cbicken raising is cleanliness. Chickens must 
have room, and it is death to them to keep 
them in a dirty coop. 


"The city of New York consumed last year 


»bont800,000barrelsof poultry andSOO.000,000 
down eggs. The city of Philadelphia usec 
•bout half that quantity. The state of Ohio 
raised about $1,000,000 worth of eggs in one 
year, by count. Until recently eggs were al- 
ways high priced in winter .and often beyonc 
the punas of the poor. Now eggs are sold 
cheaply all the year round. Many are im- 
ported, many have come by railroad from 
distant points, and the number batched has 
been beyond question greatly increased b; 
the use of incubators. 


"What is the use of an incubator and wha 


is the advantage over the hatching in the oli 
way I The advantage is that the hatching is 
controlled, the ratio of chickens produced is 
greater, the work is done with more regu 
larity and in a smaller compass. There or 
fewer eggs spoiled, 


"Not the least important part of the incn 


bating process is the brooding. The youn 
chick is left for a day or two to run about in 
the incubator in a temperature of 103 degs. 
Then ho is taken out and housed carefull; 
•nd actually brooded with all the care of 
mother. 
Here comes in opportunity for 


great skill in feeding and caring for young 
chicks. They are easily preserved from ver- 
min, which are the curse of chickens not 
brought up in a cleanly way. In one care- 
fully tried experiment there was a brood o 
•bout 3,000 ducks raised by the incnbator f o 
the market at a profit of seventeen cents 
pound''LThto, of course, requires great skill, 
lnteHic«nc* and experience. It is true that 
the 'chicken cr*2»' is not as great as it was, 


' but it is also true .that the business of incu- 


bation is going onsteadiJy andlotsof people 
ar* makjgg nx*ey-out of it."—N«w York 


TWISTING THE LANGUAGE. 


The Ubertles Americans Take with Their 


Mother Toncae. 


Of course it would be useless to protest that 
10 American people have no right to make a 
tash of the English language and to servo it 
p in a republic rechauffee. We also must 
admit that slang has its own province and 


It is very often condensed metaphor, 


and is like what Lewis Carroll calls a "port- 


lantean word," in which a great deal of 


meaning may be packed. The person who 
rst called a man a "brick" had in him per- 
laps some idea of comparison. A brick was 
solid, fireproof, regular, ready for use, com- 
pared with stones that are too small, too ir- 
egular or toe soft to be utilized. The epi- 
30t was taken up by thousands who never 
uspected the allusive meaning, but only 
mew that it indicated all-round eulogy. 
Vhere English slang fails is in its monotony. 
The same words are used for the most diverse 
persons or things, until all sense of distinction 
n language is lost 


In this the Americans certainly surpass us. 
ney are always inventing new words, and 
•ome of the expressions are rich in appropri- 
teness and meaning. In many cases, how- 
ver, they are limited. Some are restricted 
o special callings; the diggers, ranchmen, 
jilots, political agents, all have phrases of 
heir own as peculiar to themselves as their 
secret signs and passwords are to London or 
'arts thieves. A more diffused slang is as- 
sociated with widely played games like poker 
r euchre. Frequently we read in the columns 
if a newspaper, or in a campaign speech, say- 
ngs and allusions that none but poker player* 
can understand. If the game ever dies out, 
which is not likely, such passages of political 
iterature will, in course of time, require a 
;lossary—just as nowadays there are lines of 
iivift's and Pope's lighter poems that, allud- 
i'^, as they do, to obsolete games at cards, 
require elaborate annotation. 


The curious thing is that in the best litera- 


ture of the States we find no trace of the pro- 
claimed revolt against the style, the syntax, 
he spelling and tho purity of the English 
ongue, Bancroft, Motley and Prescott wrote 
>erfect English; Longfellow is as limpid as a 
uiet rural brook; Emerson is as pithy as he 
s clear; Holmes and Lowell have a most del- 
cate humor; Hawthorne handles the lan- 
guage with a dexterity that brings new 
hades of meaning into ordinary words; 
lenry James is refined and distinctive al- 
most to excess) Howells transparent, if some- 
imea too thin. Nor have the national ora- 
ors fallen far below the English standards; 
/he best speeches of Randolph, Clay, Web- 
ster, Douglas, Snmnerj Benjamin and Sew- 
ard can be read with pleasure at this day. 
[tie words also in whicn Lincoln dedicated 
.he graveyard at Gettysburg compose one ot 
he most perfect passage* of elevated oratory 
iver tittered in the EngUsn tongue. 
Therefore, if Americans wantonly distort 


and gratuitously adulterate the language, 
hey will be committing an outrage not only 
against its insular use, but against the best 
models of their own republic. They enjoy a 
great heritage in a tongue rich, flexible and 
slastic. 
The famous German philologist 


rrimm, who will not be suspected of any 
want of patriotism, has given his testimony 
hat the genius of Shakespeare could not 
lave found in German, Italian or French a 
[tttng vehicle for his mjhy sided thoughts. 
3ie English lang_"o R-fno nas tha weapon 
hat fully served his purpose. Tha German 
ias our root, but, unlike ours, it cannot bor- 
row words from other languages and weave 
them into its own. Nor con tho French, 
which, with all the delicacy ot its meanings, 
s, compared with English, a limited tongue. 


No doubt Americans may be excused if 


around their camp fires and gamingtables 
they twist our language, inventing adjectives 
and nouns as they go along, to express new 
wants or emphasize old crimes. For the 
3SsiB of their humor is a certain perversity 
and irreverence—a certain topsyturviness of 
expression and idea, sometimes making wan- 
Ion murder a matter of joke, and applying 
to the most sacred thoughts of men the 
standard of a Denver, Dakota or San Fran- 
cisco bar. If, however, they are wise they 
will keep this oral corruption out of their 
newspapers and books. The literature that 
will live is not that which picks up current 
slang as a chariot wheel does street mud. 
Those authors who Influence their own and 
other nges build up their style on the best 
models of the past, forging the symbols into 
new shapes in the fire of original imagina- 
tion. Writers and orators who play down to 
the level of miners, street cars and caucus 
morality may attain congross, but will not 
be remembered for a year.—London Stand- 
ard. 


A Watch Dos.

Conn., retired early the other evening in con- 
fidence that a large shepherd dog of his shut 
in the kitchen would take care of things as 
usual while he slept.

If the appointment made is adhered 
o, it will be regarded a* a precedmt for 
iving Rapre«entativ«.8 greater considera- 
tion than heretofore in tne dl tnbution oi 
patron^e, *hi1e if it is revoked the power 
of Seniors will be increased.

THE SIOUX RESERVATION LANDS. 


The Fertile Territory In Northern N«- 


l,rn»k» and Southern Dakota Which 
Is Likely to bo Thrown Open to Set- 
tlement. 


The instructions for the Sioux commis- 


sion, which h*va bean under preparation 
for soae weeks by tho Indian Department, 
have been given to the three oommissione rs, 
writes a western correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune. It will now be strange 
if the stream of emigration started in the 
direction of Oklahoma, only to be checked 
and thrown baskward at the discovery of 
the limited quantity of land available 
there, is not directed to the northwest by 
the opening of the great Sioux reservation 
in Dakota. Iha reservation, which is ex- 
pected to be opened in the course of a 
month or two, comprises 9,300,000 acres of

Senator Farwell told the

Several ineffectual attempts have been 


made in years gone by to negotiate with 
the Indians for this land. Last year a 
commission was appointed to purchase the 
lands, but the Sioux chiefs refused to ac- 
cept the price offered—50 cents per acre. 
Later in the season the htad* of several 
of the Sioux tribes were called to Wash- 
ington to appear before the Searetary of 
the Interior and state to him on jn«t what 
grounds they will be willing to diepense 
with that part of their grounds which is 
unused by them. The chiefs demanded 
§1 25 per acre and the immediate payment 
of the whole sum. They were assured by 
Secretary Vilas that they would be given 
proper consideration by the department 
and legislation recommended which would 
be so conditioned as to prohibit the taking 
of any of their lands without their con- 
Bent. 
• 
The law by which he consent of the In 


dians is to be obtained is exactly like that 
of last year, except in these three particu- 
lars: First, in distributing cattle, farming 
implements and ruocey to Indians who 
wish allotnienU the cash payment is in- 
creased from $20 to §50 each. Second, 
the price paid for land settled in the old 
bill was 50 ceiits per acre; in this it is $1 
for that taken the first three years', 75 
cents for that taken the next thr^e years, 
and 50 cents for all that taken thereafter, 
with the proviso that the Government 
shall buy all that remains after ten years. 
Third, the immediate appropriation to 
create a fund for the benefit of the Indians 
to be repaid out of proceeds ol sales of 
land is iccreasea from $1,000,000 to$3,000,- 
000. The sections numbered 16 and 36 of 
each township of the lands open to settle- 
ment, whether surveyed or unsnrveyed, 
are to be reserved for the use and benefit 
of the public schools, as provided by the 
act orgauizmg the Territory of Dakota.

What Dan D«t>nlll« Says of It. 


In his latest book, "A History of the 


Comstock Mines," Dan DeQnille says of 
Beno: "Beno, on the line of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, and pleasantly situated 
on the banks of the beautiful Truakee 
liver, U the connty seat of Washoe oonnty. 
Beno began to be a town in 186S, and un- 
der the influence of the Central Pacific 
Bailroad, it grew very rapidly. ' The town 
at once became the shipping point of all 
good*, machinery and supplies destined 
(or the Oomilock mines, and for all parts 
of Storey, Lyon, Ormsby and Douglas 
counties; also for Sasanville, Honey Lake 
valley, and a great scope of country to the 
northward. In the days before the com- 
pletion of tha Virginia and Trookee Bail- 
road, Beno was filled with teams and stage 
coaches. The place was a sort of teams- 
ters' paradise. This was good for the 
town, bat it could not be eipeated to last 
forever. 
The present ambition of the 


place is to become a railroad and manu- 
facturing center. It has the Virginia and 
Trnokee road leading southward, while to 
the northward the Nevada and California is 
fast advancing to campletion. 


'•Beno is the center of one of the finest 


agricultural and grazing sections in the 
State, and is » point for the shipment to 
California of immense numbers of beef 
cattle. Although there are in the town 
large and fine reduction works for smelting 
refractory orett and two flouring mills, it 
.may be said that hardly a commencement 
;has been made toward the utilization of the 
{immense water power afforded by the 
'J'raekee riv«; at and near the town. 


"Here is located the Nevada Insane 


Asylum, the building and grounds of 
which do credit to the town and State. 
The State University is also now located 
at Beno (having been removed from Elko), 
•nd is in a more flourishing condition than 
ever before. The bnildingi, and grounds, 
and teachers are all that could be desired. 
This institution has recently been made an 
Agricultural Eiperiment Station. 
Here is 


located Bishop Whitakei's excellent school 
tor young ladies, and also a similar school, 
flr»t-class, in charge of the Sisters of 
Charity. There are, besides, five public 
schools. The town is well supplied with 
churches and public buildings of all kinds 
adequate to present requirements. 


"The 
town contains many first-class 


fire-proof business houses, fire depots and 
railroad buildings, many attractive retail 
stores and shops, excellent and commo- 
dious hotels, 'palatial' saloons, and hand- 
come and comfortable private residences, 
ill is lighted with electrical lamps, has good 
water works, and almost everything else 
that its public-spirited citizens have thought 
it necessary to provide. It has ftro ex- 
cellent daily newspapers, the Gazette and 
JOCKS*!,, and a first-class theater. 
This 


Spring (1889) there has been in the place 
a boom in town property, and much 
building is in progress. Not only is the 
town en the highway of the nations of tua 
world leading east and west, but is on the 
highway ol tbe Pacific Coast leading north 
and sontb, along the great range ef the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains, from Oregon to 
Arizona. The present population is esti 
mated at 5,000 Boul s."

Washoe oonnty is in all respects, ono of 


the best and most improved in tbe State, 
and her flourishing towns and valleys are 
filled with handsome homes, and well im- 
proved ranches, a view of which is refresh- 
ing and surprising to any one who, s»s do 
most in the East have thought of tbe State 
of Nevada as only u barren waste of sand 
and mountains. 
Here, as in Southern 


California, Arizona, Colorado and New 
Mexico, the land which waa so long re- 
garded as desert, waste and useless for any 
agricultural ^purposes, has been found, 
when properly supplied with water, to be 
exceedingly fertile, and to be capable of 
sustaining an enormous population.

>lacea generally ia ttio canyons in the 
monutains, and to convey it to the land by 
aitable ditches and flames. 
From all the study given to the problem 


;ood results will surely come. To nccom- 
ilish the best results, however, the work 
hoold be carefully 
and systematically

aud on a large sct.le. 
This means, 


A course, tho expenditure of much money 
and intelligent [bought, and the co-opera- 
ion of many interested. 
But it will surely 


ome. 
This country is still very young, 


.nd it is indeed marvellous that so much 
its been accomplished in so short a time. 
Already the wide-awake people who 00111- 
ose the communities-here see tlint it 
honld be done, and that it will pay hand- 
omely. They have the brainii and the 
nergy—they wi'l get the money. It will 
e done in good lime. 
Already bay and live stock are among 
ie most important industries of the county, 
at with proper irrigation, tens of tbou- 
ands of acres that are cow used for graz- 
og purposes would be devoted to the pro- 
action of grasses and gtniua. 
The population is steadily increasing, and 
now nearly as dense as ia Anal in graz- 


ng countries, but with prJ|er irrigation 
nd water easily accessible, the population 
ould increase enormously, and become 
evoted to a great variety of agricultural 
ndnstries. 
Increased population would 


oon stimulate manufacture, and utilization 


tbe magnificent water power of the 


Pruckee nver, which, with its great fall, 
arge volume and rocky shores, might well 
upply a score of factories at every half- 
mile of its stretch across the connty. 


SOIL. 


The soil is rich and wondetf ally prodnc- 
ve. Grasses and grkins of all kinds 
ourish luxuriantly. Vegetables are raised 
n abundauce, not only far the home mar- 
tt, but for shipment to adjacent mount- 
in towns. The quality of Washoe pota- 
oes can not be excelled in any country or 
limate. It is not uncommon to see them 
eighiog 3% to 4% pounds, and these 
arge ones are not a mere overgrowth, but 
re solid and of a fin» mealy quality. 


FBtJIT. 


Fruits and berries are grown in great 
uantities, at a good profit to the producer. 
urrants, blackberries, strawberries and 
aspberriei are all good crops. 
Apples, 


eaches, cherries and plums do well, and 
everal hundred acres ia the connty are 
evoted to orchard over and above the trees 
lanted simply for family use. Apples aie 
hipped to California. A. E. Boss shipped 
n one season 3,500 boxes, and Mr. Me- 
>ermitt 5,200 boxes of red apples, for the 
market seems to demand red ones. 


HAT. 


Hay hag become one of the great products 


f the county, alfalfa and timothy being 
he principal varieties. In 1883 the connty 
ielded over 50,000 tons, which sold for an 
verage of $9 50 per ton. It is a common 
hing for bay growers to cut three crops of 
ood hay each season, and it is called a 
oor year when they get but two crops, 
imothy hay is very thrifty, and on ac- 
ount of the dry atmosphere it cures well, 
etainiog its nutriment to the very highest 
egree. Several hundred tons of it have 
een shipped to Now York, even at a cost 
f $100 per ton for freight, for feed for 
ace horses and fanoy stock, as it gave 
uperior nerve and stre Jgth to the animals, 
ith no danger of over-feediog or of fev- 
rish heat. 


Alfalfa, 
the most marvelous of all 


rassee, grows to perfection, yielding 
enerally from 4 to 6 tons per acre, and 
requently 8 tons. It is easily grown 
nder proper condition?, and once sown it 
s a permanent crop. It is so nutritious 
bat even in hard mountain work it is 
uffieient feed without grain, and, most 
'onderful to relate, its blossom is tbe bee 
ood par excellence, and produces tbe finest 
loney bees ever fed their queens upon, or 


epicure ever spread over his buckwheat 


tikes. 


LITE STOCK. 


Much attention is now given to raising 


high grade stock. Fine bulls have been 
mported for aeveral years, and now the 
perpetuation of high-bred strains is attract- 
ng much attention, while the average 
iroduct of tbe State has risen very much 
.nd now stands high. In the same way 
with horses, the most attention being given 


to the Peroheron, or heavy French draft 
horse. Fine stallions have been imported 
at great expense, und by c&refally handling 
the best bred stock, the product of this 
section has already won marked attention 
from dealers everywhere. 


Polled Angus and Galloway cuttle and 


Spanish merino sheep are being handled in 
the same \v*y, and soon tbe cattle industry 
will assume the proportions warranted by 
tha fino grass, water and climate. It is 
being meat intelligently conducted, and 
the State at large will owe much .to Win. 
Thompson, Russell & Bradley, E. C. 
Hardy, Thco. Winters, Boss Lewers, and 
other such live and carrfal men, who take 
an interest in it. 


CLIMATE. 


Tbe following extract from the report of 


the Surveyor General of the State presents 
this matter BO fairly and clearly that noth- 
ing better can be done than to repeat it. It 
is especially applicable to Washoe county: 


"In the absence of dews and moisture, 


malaria dotp not exist in tbe clear dry at- 
mosphere. 
The days are mild aud pleas- 


ant, and the sunshine, clear and bright, 
gives cheerfulness everywhere. The nights 
ars cool and invigorating, never sultry and 
close. On account of tbe laek of humidity, 
the extremes of heat and cold arc not BO 
perceptible as in most climates. No heat 
is oppressive in any part of the State. 
Summer evenings are always cool and 
pleasant, and serve as a tonic for the fol- 
lowing day. In Winter the mercury falls, 
at times, to zero, and in some localities 
below, but -with all that the Winters are 
never severe, and many days, tit times 
months, are like Spring. 


"Light thunder showers occur in the 


Summer months, leaving a delightful, cool 
and refreshing atmosphere. Taken all in 
all, the climate of Neva'a cannot be sur- 
passed. It hns more of pleasant sunshine 
than any other pcition of the United 
States. If people in tha East only knew 
of our climatp, they would prefer it to 
Southern California."

A FAMOUS BATTLE-GROUND. 
On the banks of the Tippecanoe. a 


email stream which enters the Wa- 
bash River in Indiana, was fought the 
terrific battle of Tippecanoe. 


In this great struggle oi frontier 


times, tbe allied western Indians un- 
der the chieftainship of Elskwatawa, 
the "Prophet" were defeated In No- 
vember, 1811, by the Americans un- 
der the command of Gen. Wm. H. 
Harrison. 


It was a desperate, hard-fought 


battle, and much depended upon the 
result. 


Had the Indiana been successful, 


all barriers of defence for the early 
settlers would have been overthrown 
and the deadly tomahawk would have 
been active in the rapid extermina- 
tion of tho remaining pioneers. On 
the other hand the fortunate termin- 
ation of the contest put an end to fur- 
ther attempts at open warfare by tbe 
Indians. The rich territory, so long 
overrun by hostile ravages, waa 
thrown open for settlement, which 
rapidly occurred as soon as the news 
of the great victory became wide- 
spread. 


Naturally great praise was rendered 


to the success and intrepid bravery 
of Gen. Harrison and he was honored 
in many ways. He afterwards served 
as Commander of the Army of the 
Northwest, and when Indiana was ad- 
mitted to Statehood, he waa selected 
to represent the State in the United 
States Senate. In 1840 he was elected 
President and his unfortunate demise 
occurred shortly after being inaugu- 
rated.
